Sierra Madre is soundly Progressive, 
according to the returns from the pri¬ 
mary election on Tuesday. And 
judging by the returns from the Re¬ 
publican primaries all over the state 
to tie soundly Progressive is to be 
regularly Republican in California. By 
overwhelming majorities the registered 
Republicans of California expressed 
their approval of Progressive policies 
and their demand for Progressive can¬ 
didates on national and state tickets. 

Approximately the Republican vote 
in Sierra Madre stood about two to 
one in favor of Progressive candidates. 
Of the total of 126 Republican ballots 
east there were eight spoiled by rea¬ 
son of the fact that the voters disre¬ 
garded the simplest of all the instruc¬ 
tions and marked their ballot with pen 
or pencil instead of with the rubber 
stamps which were provided in every 
booth. Accordingly only 118 Republi¬ 
can ballots could be counted. The 
highest number of votes to be received 
by any on,- candidate was 96, Senator 
N \V. Thompson and Judge Paul 
McCormick dividing honors with the 
same number. 

The real test of strength between 
Progressives and Taft Republicans 
was in the contests for congress and 
for the assembly. Egbert J. Gates, 
pledged to vote for Roosevelt electors 
in the state convention, received 75 
votes to 32 for Evans, the Taft candi¬ 
date. C. W. Rel! who yvas indorsed 
for congress by the Roosevelt Progres¬ 
sive League received 74 votes to 41 
for his four opponents. The three Pro¬ 
gressive candidates for the congres¬ 
sional nomination received 86 votes to 
28 for the two Taft candidates. 

No organised effort was made to 
get out the vote of any party or fac¬ 
tion and there was practically no elec¬ 


tioneering, except by Captain and 
Mrs. J. A. Osgood, who brought out a 
considerable number of voters, espec¬ 
ially ladies. 

Voters of both sides were laughing 
at the expense of E. D. R. Moote, Re¬ 
publican precinct committeeman, who 
got an active Wilson worker on the 
ballot with himself as candidate for 
the county convention. The fact tnat 
the county convention has nothing 
more to do than to select a county 
central committee to conduct the 
campaign prevented the action having 
any serious consequences. Mr, Moote 
had suggested the name of City Attor¬ 
ney C. C. Montgomery as the candi¬ 
date to run with him for delegate. Mr. 
Montgomery, being registered as a Re¬ 
publican and known as Progressive, 
seemed satisfactory to everyone until 
someone happened to call attention to 
the fact that he was a Wilson sup¬ 
porter and had planned to organize a 
Wilson rally for Sierra Madre. When 
that dark, deep blot on his republican¬ 
ism was revealed there was a hurried 
consultation on the part of a few 
staunch Republicans who proposed the 
name of C- W. Jones and began to 
pass the word around. Rut they did 
not pass it quite far enough for Mont¬ 
gomery received 38 votes to 36 for 
Jones. So Moote, who received 76 

votes, will have to be on guard when 
he goes to the county convention to 
see that his side partner does not rise 
and start a cheer for Wilson.

ning. With the beach front and six 
blocks of tiie business section swept 
clean there is an opportunity to plan 
and build along harmonious and beau¬ 
tiful lines which will he utilitarian as 
well. For those who have suffered 
losses a wave of sympathy has swept 
over the southland, especially for those 
whose losses were small but harder 
to bear than those of the wealthy. 
The action of the Pacific Electric in 
refusing to transport sightseers to 
the scene of the conflagration is de¬ 
serving of highest commendation. 

The recent lire in Devil’s Canyon 
should serve as renewed warning of 
what may he expected in the water¬ 
shed supplying any town along tile 
foothills of the Sierra Madre range 
unless bettor tire protection is pro¬ 
vided. Without question the govern¬ 
ment should Increase its force of ex¬ 
perienced rangers. And it is only a 
question of time till every town de¬ 
pending on the mountains for water 
supply will he forced to have its own 
pahl patrol on duty during dry weath¬ 
er. As the number of campers and 
“hikers" increases on the trails the 
danger multiplies. The men driving 
the pack train regularly on the Mt. 
Wilson trail frequently find live fires 
left by the careless, which a sudden 
gust of wind might convert quickly 
into a blaze which could not be stop¬ 
ped until it had burned over the 
whole Santa Anita watershed. Such 
a patrol could not only enforce the 
fire regulations but could do much to 
guard the sources of the city’s water 
supply from pollution. Undoubtedly 
it will become necessary to bridge the 
stream at the Quarter Way and per¬ 
haps fence in the trail to prevent pol¬ 
lution of water at that point. The 
study of necessary precautions to 
guard against fire in the mountains 
and pollution of water is one id’ the 
first tilings necessary for tlie city of¬ 
ficials to undertake when the muni¬ 
cipal water system is acquired.
